WASHINGTON -— (NBNS) --

What the Congress has 
done is considerably more 
than contemplate legislation 
which would impede or even 
reverse the school 
desegregation process: ? 

The House of Representa- 
tives has adopted amend- 
ments to. the.1974 Education 
Act which’ would prohibit any 
student from being bused to 
a school beyond the ‘‘next-to- 
nearest" school to his hone. 
The Senate has also adopted 
a ‘'next-to-nearest” rule, 
which would make effective 
desegregation impossible in 
most large metropolitan 
areas, but it would apply to 
the rule only to future court 
desegregation orders. 

The House. would permit 
school. boards to go back into 
court. and have existing 
desegregation orders vacated 
if they conflict with the new 
anti-busing amendments.

Peter 
Acron, Sampson, Lemel Haynes (a 
Congregational minister who preached 
to a white membership), Job Potomea, 
\saiah Barjonah, to name a few credited 
with -outstanding bravery. There were 
black Minute Men, both slave and free, 
who served In the thick of the Battle of 
Concord and Lexington, April 15, 1775. 
Blacks also participated in the capture 
of Ft. Ticonderoga and put up stiff 
resistance in covering the retreat of the 
American and French forces at Savan- 
nah, Ga, 

The Daughters should also know 
there were present more than 5,000 
who participated in other battles .,. Red 
Bank, Ft. Griswold, Stillwater, Bemis 
Heights, Stony Points, Trenton, and 
when Yorktown fell. Blacks too can 
trace their ancestry back to 1776. 

There were many hardships encoun- 
tered from.the moment the struggle for 
independence began. Black men 
responded from each of the 13 original 
colonies. Fhe—Daughters,.seemingly, 
have forgotten that the rank and file of 
the revolutionists were simple land- 
owners and farmers. Ironically, no one 
has ever speculated what would have 
happened if we had lost the war. 
Unquestionably, the boastful Daughters 
of first Americans ancestry would have 
been labeled traitors and renegades. 
The English at this time knew every 
trick in the book for atrocities. 
Washington, didn't get the message 
about blacks until he discovered 10,000 
had joined the British. We wonder what 
would have been the position of slavery 
it Americans had lost the war. 

Through the years the DAR generally 
has opposed social, civil rights and 
labor legislation ... even the United 
Nations and liberal immigration laws. 
This stand caused President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in 1938 to take them to task 
and stated "... all of us are descended 
from immigrants and revolutionaries.” 
. The last straw came about when the 
Daughters, in 1939, denied the use of 
Constitution Hall to the world reknown 
Marian Anderson. This caused a storm 
of protest throughout America. Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt (wife of FDR) 
resigned from the organization in 
Protest. However, on an Easter Sunday 
morning, upward of 75,000 souls 
trekked to hear Marian Anderson sing 
from the steps of the Lincoin Memorial. 

Primitive judices, such as this, 
have stood for years. Occasionally

Actually there are two schools of 
thought over the general causes of the 
existence of prejudice. One contends 
that it is a moral issue; the other con- 
tends that it is strictly economic. 

Quoting Henry George, the author of 
He ge! and Poverty, published in 
1879, “The moral qualities of mankind 
have. been superimposed upon basic 
animal nature and needs; deprive him 
of his needs and you automatically ex- 
pose his animal nature in the savage 
state." 

There are quite a few sociologists, in 
their stress upon environmental factors 
as a determining analysis of mental 
development, who completely adhere to 
Henty George's assertions. Any race, 
color, creed or nation subject to the 
ravages of poverty exhibit the samé 
normal degradation, which it is 
claimed, exists only among blacks .., 
forgetting, there are many more poor 
whites than blacks. 

What Lucious Harper had in mind in 
“See America First and Die Laughing” 
certainly was based on the funny side 
of how, whites hate whites, but, 
generally, get together when a black is 
involved. Blacks. distrust each other; 


“trations spy and plot against nations, 


creeds hate creeds, religious doctrines 
included; families turn against families 
and politicians conspire against men of 
the same ilk. The one fallacy in whites 
disliking blacks, barring skin color, one 
can never be sure, and pigmentation 
sometimes deceive. 

Race prejudice is the highest 
visibility factor in the universal struggle 
for existence. Many among us can only 
reason ‘with their eyes; color becomes 
a@ major method of classification. 


Students_are seldom taught how to_ 


reason with their-minds. ... mostly with 
their eyes. Race prejudice spotlights 
this basic defect in our educational 
system. 

A student once related to me, while 
attending a predominantly white 
college, recently opened for a few 
blacks, she had made a low score on a 
test. She confronted the instructor con- 
cerning this. His remarks were in so 
many words they (the faculty) expected 
“us; to score lower than the average 
white student. He further claimed that 
the “test scores which permitted a 
black student to enter would NOT be 
considered on the same terms as for a 
white-student.” 

Prejudice alone hurts no one but the 
possessor until it motivates the political 
action which begets sanctions and laws 
which may be enforced by police power 
of the government ... all of whom 
receive their pay from the taxes collec- 
ted. This leads to integrated taxes but 
segregated benelits,_Con schemes 
easily crop up in political circles ... the 
politician urge greater. sanctions: and 
laws to oppress blacks. 

We have seen too much of this in 
Cleveland. We are now confronted with 
the label..Ethnic. Blacks now belong to 
Ethnic groups... but by whose stan- 
dards? This label is a complete failure, 
and the failure has not been-the result 


-of the lack of a formula, but the result 


of ignorance of the masses of people 
that the formula exists.

Black Solons Help Pass — 
Tenant Landlords Bill 


The Ohio House passed the controversial landiord- 
tenants bill last week and every one of the nine Diack 
members voted for it. The measure, with Rep. Michael 
Stinziano, (D-Columbus) as the chief sponsor, was 
approved by a vote of 74 to 20. Seven Democ 

~~ poined 13 Republicans in opposing the bilt: 

The bill, which is now in the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, defines the rights and responsibilities of both 
tenants and landiords. One of its main features 
authorizes tenants to withhold rent if the landlord fails 
to fulfill obligations.-The rent would be placed in the 
custody of the municipal or county clerk until the 
issue was settled. « 

Although this provision seems to have sufficient 


teeth to bite a sizable chunk out of the landlords © 


pocketbook, it contains a big enough escape hatch to 


allow a lot of them to get away, for it applies to only 


landlords of four or more rental units. 

Stinziano, in urging passage of the measure, ter- 
med it-as one of the most important pieces of 

__legislation of the present session. He also said that 
under provisions of the bill thé law will no longer per- 
mit tenants to tear up apartments, throw garbage out 
windows and litter hallways, and landiords.who fail to 
provide proper and safe’ quarters will find their rent 
money paid to the courts. 

Upon passage of the bill, an amendment to the title, 
offered by Stinziano, added the name of Rep. Phale D. 

~Hate(D-Columbus) tothe list ‘of 26 original co- 
sponsors. Of the 26, four represented the black house 
delegation. They were Reps. Ike Thompson and John 

Thompson, both of Cleveland, C.J. McLin, Dayton and 
Casey Jones, Toledo. 

With the Ohio Civil Rights Commission operating 
without chairman since last December, it is beginning 
to appear that Gov. Gilligan is.content to allow it to 
function without a head, or he’s encounting some dif- 
ficulty in finding someone interested in the post. 

The Commission, carrying the heaviest case load in 
its entire history, is comprised of four members...two 
Democrats and two Republicans. The success of the 
business of handling discrimination complaints based 
on race, sex or religion, has been severely crippled 
because the four members frequently split two two in 
voting on cases. 

Without a chairman to break the tie vote, the com- 
mission members hands have. been. legally tied, one 
member'complained several weeks ago. Moreover, he 
suggested that-continuous delay of cases. is unfair to 
both the plaintiffs and defendants and frustrating to 
the comimission members. 

" The last commission chairman, James M, Friedman 
of Cleveland; resignéd to comply with the state:con- 
flict of interest law. He was a member of a Cleveland 
law. firm which_apparently represented some: groups 
doing business with the state. 

Gilligan, according to one State House source, has 
been unable to find a lawyer of the caliber which he is 
seeking, to accept the political appointment. So 
rather than appoint some young inexperienced at- 
er he is allowing the commission to flounder in 
imbo. 

When the Ohio Legislature adjourned for its normal 
weekend recess last Thursday, Rep. William Mallory, 
Assistant House Majority leader, and. Sen..William 
Bowen, both of Cincinnati, remained at their post to 
host a group of students from Heberly Elementary 
School in their hometown. The 28-students raised 
money for the trip by holding raffles, a fashion show 
and soliciting donations of the community. 

Harry James and Anthony Hill, both counselors at 
the school, accompanied the students comprised of 
intermediate classes. Mallory and Bowen both ad- 
dressed the visitors and briefed them on the law- 
making process from the rostrum of the House 
Speaker.

The debate was so good 
ve decided to. dedicate this 
veek’s column to Jackie. The 
fact that he was the first 
Negro to sign a baseball con- 
act had nothing to do with 
Jackie as a ball player. There 
was no doubt the young man 
had guts and would fight to 
win. One of the men in the 
group oer “Jackie was @ 
lighter he knew he would 
starsat Montreal, a 
knew no racial bars.” 

The strong Jackie was 
determined ..to.. prove. to..the 
world: that he would make 
good. He wanted to make 
good so bad that he often 
walked the floor and tossed 
in his bed. 

We know this for a tact, for 
we had, the opportunity to talk 
to Jackie'when he came upto 
Brooklyn to play for the 
Dodgers. - 

He was placed on second 
base. The first time we met 
Jackie was when he got a 
fake tryout with the Boston 
Red Sox and we found him to 
be an intelligent person who 
knew how.to meet the press. 

At the time | was home in 
Boston ‘and wrote a column 
for one of the Boston Papers. 
We had, the .opportunity. to 
talk to Jackie after the game 
with ‘the Braves, when he 
played first base ‘for the 
Dodgers in 1947. 

He felt great that night for a 
crowd of 43,000 came to 
Braves Field to see Jackie 
perform, although they had 
seen Jackie play for an All- 
Negro team in Boston before 
he got his chance to play for 
Montreal, a Class AAA Club. 

The first question we asked 
Jackie. was about his stay at 
Montreal. The ‘young Jackie 
looked at me_and said, “Are 
you kidding?” “Il am quite 
sure you read about’ my 
record and playing while at 
Montreal,” Jaackie said. He 
had me there. 

Jackie told me of his 
playing in athletics at Muir 
Tech High School in 
Pasadena, Calf. He then 
moved over to Pasadena 
Junior- College,....““It was 
there that | won national fame 
when | broad-jumped 25-6," 
said Jackie. 


He also won state wide op

and . “bt then went 
over to UCLA on a scholar- 
ship and was determined to 
show my ability,” Jackie said. 

Jackie then started to tell 
me of his first game with the 
Jersey City Giants, who 
to the New York 


opened the 1946 season at 
Jersey City. It was a great day 
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JACKIE ROBINSON 


for Jackie and fans of Mon- 
treal. ; 

- The fans were going 'to get 
their first look at a Negro 
baseball player in baseball. 
Jackie started the game at 
second base. He said the 


*Mayor of Jersey City urged 


the fans to buy tickets for the 
game and something like 
40,000 fans were in the seats 
at game time. 

This was the day history 
was made for, all Negroes of 
America and for that (matter 
whites) as well. 

“| was in second place in 
the batting order,” recalled 
Jackie ...."'I felt | was now of- 
ficially a part of organized 
baseball.” “You know one 
thing,” he continued, the 
crowd in Jersey City booed 
me, but | didn't care. 


“The first time up, Jackie . 


went in, 6-3. The Jersey City 
crowd booed when he came 
up the second time, but the 
Montreal fans cheered. “You 
know," said Jackie, ‘the 
Montreal cheers put the fear 
of God in my heart." | was 
ready. 

The count was 3-2 and on 
the next pitch,” said Jackie, 
“I batted the ball over the 
left-field fence, 340 feet away 
for my first home run in 
organized baseball..." 
Jackie's homer scored three 
runs. “I was a.happy man as 
1 strolled around the bases,” 
he smiled. “! kept saying to 
myself, ‘I did it...I did it." Ac- 
cording to Jackie, the third 
time at bat, he fooled the Jer- 
sey Giants by beating out a 
punt. It-was Jackie's second 


He went wild on the bases 
and so confused the Jersey 
pitcher, that he ended up on 
third and later stole home. It 
was feally a balk according 
to the umpire and the new 
Montreal hero was on his way 
to fame and glory. Jackie 
said, “Sheep | have got to go 
and-find--my wife."...We ex- 
cused Jackie and to myself | 
said, “here is a coming star 
with many to follow.” 

At the end of the season 
with Montreal, Jackie led the 
league in batting with a lusty 
349: average and stole forty 


bases. 

He helped Montreal clinch 
the pennant, his first year in 
organized baseball. Montreal 
played Louisville for the “Lit- 
tle World Series" title. The 
fans booed Jackie, but he 
paid them little attention. 
Montreal lost two games. 
Then -Montreal_ came— back 
and won the three straight 
ba Jackie hitting in a .400 
Clip.

When Robinson began as a 
pro back in the 1940's he was 
avoided like the proverbial 
plague. By 1964, Sugar Ray 
was the scourge of the 
welterweight division and 
regarded as the “uncrowned 
Champ.” 

The title holder was Freddy 
“Red” Cochrane, who, after 
coming out of the Navy, 
engaged in a series of non- 
title bouts and then signed to 


defend against Marty Servo. 


‘In’ garictiohing that’ match, 
New York State Athletic Com- 
missioner Eddie Egan 
stipulated that the winner 
meet Robinson. 


Servo stiffened Cochrane, 
but, before he could honor 
the commitment against 
Sugar Ray, he suffered a 
nose injury that caused him 
to retire from the ring. 

Once again,’ the title 
situation was up in the air, 
but Commissioner Egan per- 
sisted in trying to find a 
solution. He attempted to 
launch an elimination tourney 
among leading contenders to 
meet Robinson for the vacant 
crown. 

Egan discovered, however, 
that nobody wanted to meet 
the classy Harlem fighter, 
with the exception of a 80-80 

erformer named Tommy 
Belt, from Youngstown, Ohio.

Donald DeFreeze led a

An estimated 4,000 people 
crowded the area around the 
House of Wills just to get a 
look at the funeral 
procession.

Most of the crowd was 
composed of curious people, 
not avowed Black Nationalist, 
Socialist of Third World 
Political believers.

Just being black in white 
America and having that 
feeling of being powerless in 
the ulcered belly of America 
drew black grassroots people 
to see a symbol of power; to 
see a black man that had the 
nerve to die for what he 
believed.

Perhaps no recording artist 
associated with the field of 
jaz2—a Narrowing stiqmatiza- 
tion which Ellington 
graciously rejects, and nightly 
So--nas created so many 
umque musical cameos and 
vignettes 

indeed, they defy imitation 
and repetition Each of those 
great sides seems to create 
its own musical universe, not 
Guplcable, and once heard 


or savored, occupies forever 
aspecial, unascatlable niche 
in the’ listener's memory 
bank 

In Saying that, of course 
making an important distinc 
tion between Ellington and a 
dozen or so other memorable 
jazz artists (Coujs Armstrong

Oizzy Gillespie, Miles Davis 
Art” Eatin. etc--he— the 
distinction between a com- 
poser--a real sit-down, write- 
ttedown. —think-H-out .com- 
poser--and that other 
category of composer 
equally distinguished but dif- 
ferent, the great improvisers 
And if that precious pan 
theon of jazz composers 
Jelly Roll Morton, Thelonious 
Monk, John Lewis. George 
Russell. Ornette Coleman are 
some of the few_.otheps:- 
Ellington is pre-eminently 
unique, both-as to quantity 
and quality., 
Just skimming 


across the, 


Duke's recording careér, hit- 
ting only the high spots of his 
oeuvre, one easily compiles a 
list of masterpieces that must 


surely represent record’ (') 
in the annals of American 
music Let me jog your 
memory 


First to really set the tone 
of the Ellington band for 
yéars to come Is that remark- 
able trio of early Bubber 
Miley/Ellington masterpieces, 
“East St. Louis Toodle-Oo,” 

Black and Tan Fantasy" and 
“Creole Love Call, moody, 
poignant, melancholy musi- 
cal statements that express 
as much of the soul of black 
music (of its time) as one can 
bear to hear 

Also, we hear more than 
just a series of strung-ta- 
gether 32-or 12-bar choruses, 
but real, developed. thematic 
compositions, replete with 
well-thought-out (and 
original) beginnings and jen- 
dings, not ;Ust little intros and 
lag-endings. 

Next come _ Jubilee 
Stomp,._Tishomingo--Biues 
and Yellow Dog Blues, the 
latter two ‘not actually Elling- 
ton_compgsitions, but turned 
into pure Ellingtonia by 
Duke’s increasingly skillful 
experimentation with orches- 
tration and voice-leading, as 
well as the addition of such 
Ellington stalwarts as Tricky 
Sam Nanton and Johnny 
Hodges 

When Ellington landed the 


‘prestigious Cottén Club job 


in Harlem in December 1927 
it wasn't just another gig. 
Ellington made the most of 
the job's requirement to 


Provide music for the club's 
ever-changing shows, ‘tab- 
leaux, dance routines 

it turned into a prolonged 
three-year workshop period, 
during which. Ellington lear- 
ned. his metier and matured 
as. @ composer. The 
economic. stability afforded 
by the Cotton Club tenure 
was important, too, as were 
the resultant recording con- 
tracts. Between mid-1928 and 
mid-1931 alone, Ellington 
made some 160 recordings 


In the “blue’’ or “mod” 
category there are ‘Misty 
Mornin’ and “Awful Sad,” 


both leading up to the immor- 
tal “Mood Indigo." Then 
there were the dance num- 
bers--stomps they called 
them in those. days--foremost 


‘among these the infectious 


“Old Man Blues,” and not far 
behind ‘*Double-Check 
Stomp,” '‘Stevedore Stomp," 
“Hot Feet,” “Ring dem Bells,” 
all. of them. head — arrange- 
ments that demonstrated the 
collective mettle of Elling- 
tons“ orchestra: 

“Creole Rhapsody” (1931), 
the first extended piece in 
jazz. (composing two 10-in 
sides), experimented with 
five-bar phrases instead of 
the mandatory" 4, 8 or 12, 
assymetrical-structures-and a 
multi-thematic form. As a 
composition it was not 
without flaws--its successors, 
“Reminiscin’' in Tempo" 
(1934), “Diminuendo* and 
Crescendo in Blue" (1937) 
were to accomplish that. But 
“Creole Rhapsody” represen- 
ted--a first important. stum- 
bling step that had to be 


made and Ellington, ten years 
ahead of his competitors, had 
the creative vision to try 

in 1931 there were fewer 
recordings than. in the pre- 
vious three years, but almost 
all of them were strikingly im- 
portant: Rockin’ in Rhythm 
{still in the Ellington book 
today), Ellington's total ap- 
propriation of “that 20’s 
classic “Limehouse Blues,” 
Cootie William's early growl- 
and-plunge masterpiece 
“Echoes of the Jungle,” and 
the utter magic of the 
opening measures of The 
Mystery Song 

1932 brought the prophetic 
“It Don't Mean a Thing If it 
Ain't Got that Swing” (ivie 
Anderson's debut with the 
band--she stayed on 12 
years), and another promi- 
nent debut, that of trombonist 
Lawrence Brown in “The 
Sheik of Araby.” A year later 
there appeared the first of a 
series. of superior . popular 
tunes. that__were to _make 
Ellington's name one 


Alley. and Middle America: 
“Sophisticated Lady” (1933), 
“In. a Sentimental Mood" 
(1935), and trombonist Juan 
Tizol's “Caravan" (1936). 

Late-in 1933 the jazz world 
was stunned with the hair- 
raising daredevil virtuosity of 
“Daybreak Express" easily 
rivaling Honegger’'s ‘Pacific 
231" and Villa-Lobos’ “Little 
Train of the Caipira.” 

A few weeks later Ellington 
Produced a superb mood 
piece, “Delta Serenade,” one 
of his best stomps, ““Stompy 
Jones,” and. another brilliant 


to. 
reckon with’ even ‘irr Tin Pan 


appropriation (read re-com- 
position), Will Hudson's stan- 
dard “Moon Glow.” 

Then came the real “'stret- 
ching-out" period: the afore- 
mentioned 14-minute .exten- 
ded work “Reminiscin' in 
Tempo" and a series of in- 
Strumental concertos (for 
Barney Bigard, Rex Stewart, 
lawrence Brown--and the 
best and most famous--for 
Cootie Williams: “Echoes of 
Harlem") 

On a new qualitative 
plateau now, the list con- 
tinues with the gently bitonal 
Azure, and “Diminuendo and 
Crescendo in Blue" which 
took the band many years to 
learn to play and which did 
not become a big popular hit 
until, the mid-50s at the 
Newport. “ 

In 1938 one of Ellington's 
chromatic gems, “Prelude to 
a_Kiss,"" came along, and 
“Blue Light,"’ the most 
neglected and. least known of 
the Duke's -creations, mat- 
ched-in-harmony-and instru- 

» mentation -only by: -°. “well 
perhaps, Ravel and Stravin- 
sky. 

Skipping to 1940, there 
comes that dizzying array of 
recordings that, represent a 
high point not only in Elling- 
fon’s output, but altogether in 
the history of jazz. The whole 
Ellington, band is there plus 
Ben Webster and Jimmy 
Blanton, trained and honed to 
a fine perfection over a 
decade of countless one- 
night stands; ‘Jack the 
Bear,"’ “Ko-Ko,""_ “Concerto 
for Cootine,". “Cotton Tail 
Bojangles,” “Dusk,” “Harlem 


Airshaft.: ‘in. a. Meliotone.” 
“Pitter Panther Patter, 
"Warm Valley.” 

“Take the ‘A’ Train,” “Blue 
-Serge,''.'C-Jam. Blues, 
“Moon Mist,” “Perdido,” “| m 
Beginning to See the Light, 
“Wvie Anderson's “| Got It 
Bad" (from Duke's unsuc- 
cessful bid for a long-run 
Broadway show, “Jump for 
Joy") and on and on, plus 
the first of his explorations 
into the world of the cantata 
and the oratorio, the six- 
movement "Black, Brown and 
Beige.” 

A lot of things happened 
after that. Perhaps it was the 
war, perhaps the prolonged 
musicians’ and recording 
strike, perhaps the departure 
(or death) of some of Elling- 
ton’s "most valued" soloists: 

The orchestra rarely found 
its earlier level of collective 
creativity again, But still in 
the intervening years there 
have been many. moments of 
high. quality: “The Clothed 
woman" (1947), a Striking: 


< small:group exploration. of 


atonality featuring Duke as a 
solo pianist;. larger works 
such as ‘New World A 
Coming,” “A Tone Parallel to 
Harlem,” the second part of 
the “Controversial. Suite," the 
fetching “Night Creature’ for 
Duke’s band and full sym- 
phony orchestra, and the fine 
film score for “Anatomy of a 
Murder.” 

But perhaps the surprise 
package of fecent years-is 
Ellington's stunning recrea- 
tion of 12 big-band hits in an 
album..called “Will Big 


Albums Ever .Come Back?”
